Thy is called Abrahams ſeed, becauſe Abra- 
ham fprang from him , as a tree grows from the | 
feed , which gave the tree its being and its name: 
And the Law of righteouſneſſe and peace,dwelling 

and ruling in any one is the ſeed of Abraham, 
and the ſeverall branches of men and women in 
whom that potver reſts, are children and of the ft: 
mily of Abraham.

For it was not the man of the fleſh that wk | 
called Abraham , but the Law of righteonſneſſe 


and peace , that did rule and govern in that body, 
be was the Abraham ; the fleſh is honoured with 
fuch a name by bim that dwelt therein 3 the nam

feſt in it, was Abram. 


As the humane body called Chriſt, was not tht | 


anointing , but the Spirit in that body , was the 
Chriſt , or the ſpreading power of righteonſneſſe, 
wich was to fill the earth with himſelf. That 
body was but a houſe or tethple for the preſent 
work , which was to draw down Moſes Law F 
all

the Creation, and bath. been rather multiplied 
from year to year 3 ſo that at this very day , theſe 
in whom the firſt fruits of reſtauration appears, 
do ſee darkneſſe , nay thick. darkneſſe do cover 
man-kind : And the curſe doth reſt mightily in | 
the fire, water , earth and air; all places ſtinks

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In other writings I have declared whar T hnow, Thy 
Almighty power & ever livi ng Spirit is, which rykk 
and preſerves the whole Creation 3 fire, water earth 
and air, and of every creature in theſe elements ; 0 
that is made up of all theſe in a compound matte 
as all fleſh is. And fomething I ſhall here add tothe 
reft, which 1 only hold forth tro my fellow creature, 
man 3 not cuſtomarily to make a trade of it; fr; 
fieſhly ends, bur occaſionally as the Light is pleaſed 
ro manifeſt himſelf in me 3 that others from me, and 
I from them may be witneſſes each to other, of our 
Maker how he ſhines forth in his own light, through 
each other to the profit of the Creation. | 

In the beginning of time the whole Creation lived 
in man, and .man lived in his Maker, the ſpirit of 
Riphceonſnefſe and; peace, for every creature. walked 
evenly with man, and delighred in man, and was 
ruled by him; there was no oppoſition berween 
him and the beaſi, fowls, fiſhes, or any creature in 
the earth:fo thar it is truely ſaid, The whole Creation 
was in man, one within, and walked even with himz 
for no creature appeared to be a viſible enemy to 
him : for every creature gave forth it ſelf, eirher for 
pleaſure or profit of man, who was Lordiof all : And 
man lived in his Maker the Spirir, and delighted 
in no other; there was an evennes berween man and 
all creatures, and an evennefſe between man and 
his Maker the Lord, the Spitit.

. tures in him now, but in areſi-lefſe condition,groan- 
ing under bondage, waiting for a reſtauration. [The 


covetouſneſſe, the ſubrilty, the cruelty, the pride, 
the envy, the devouring power thatis in the fleſh 
of man are the very diſtempers that are.in ſuch and 
ſuch beaſts and fowls : So that while man-is cuted 
by ſuch powers, and declares no other ations bur 
what is in the beaſt 3 he indeed goes in the ſhape of 
a man, bur properly he is a beaſt of ſuch and'ſ{uchia 
rayenous Principle. And this now is the curſe, Man

And thongh he gets lands, moneys, honours, go- 
| vernment into his hands, yet he gives the King of 
Rome 8.21 righreonfneſſe, but a company of awning words of 
2, love and obedience 3 for he makes unrighteouſneſſe 
ro dwell in heaven and earth that is, in the whole 
Creation, by his unrighreous governmeat, and fo he 
becomes the chief Rebell, rhe Serpent, the Devil, 


the Murderer, oppreffing the Creation, (erting hime - 


{elf above all in tyranny : And this power is the 


curfe which che whole Creation groans under, 
writing

; Firſt, He is the wiſdome and power of the fleſh. 
in every man, who indeed is the beaft, and he 
ſpreads himſelf within the Creation, man, into di- 
vers branches 3 As into ignorance pf the Creatour of 
all things, into covetouſneffe. afcer,..obje&s, into, 
pride and enyy; lifcing up himſelf aboys others, and. 
EY B ſecking 
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ſecking revenge upon all that croſſes his ſelfiſh ho- 
nours 3 and into hypocriſle, ſubtilty, lying imagina- 


_ rion, ſelf-love 3 from whence procecds all unrighte-

their mother earth. So that though a man was bred 
upin a Land, yer he muſt not worke for himſelf

came to it by inheritance of his deceaſed parents 
and called ir his own Land : So thac he that had no 
Land , was to work for thoſe for ſmall wages, 
that called the Land theirs 3 and thereby ſome ate 
lifted vp into the chair of tyranny, and others trod 
under the foot-ſtosl. of miſery, as if the caith weie 
made for a few, nor for all mcn. 

For truly the common-people by their labours, 
from the f1iſt riſe of Adam, this particular imtcrell 
upheld by the fleſhes Jaw to this day, they have lilt- 
ed vp their Land-lords and pthers to rule 1n tyran- 


ny and oppreſſion over them. And let all men ſay 


whar they will, ſo long as ſuch are Rulers as cals the 
Land theirs, upholding this particular propriety of 
Mine and Thine;the common-people ſhall never have

hath been kept ſecret from ages and generations 
paſt, which is Chriſt in you, the hope of glory.

man Chriſt Jeſus himſelf, rold the woman of Sama-

ther, but they that worſhip him (hall worſhip him n 
Spirit and in Truth , for the Father ſeeks ſuch to 
worſhip him. . 

By theſe words , The Son of man declares , that 
both outward forms,cuſtoms and types of Meſes wor- 
ſhip under that miniſtration ar Feruſalem , likewiſe 
all forms and cuſtoms , and types of chis miniſtration 
of him(elf, as the Lamb held forth ar a diſtance to be 
our Mediatovur , ſhould all ceaſe and give way to the 
ſpjcityall worſhip of the Father in the Jatrer dayes 3 
Or to the ſpreading of the Divine power in men , th2 
one Law of Righteouſneſſe , being rhe reacher of 


all» 

So that npon the riſing up of Chriilt in ſong and 
daughters , which is his ſecond comming, the mini- 
ſtration of Chriſt in one ſingle perſon is to be filene 
and draw back , and fet the ſpreading power of 
Righteouſnefſe and wiſdom in the-chair , of whoſe 
Kingdom there ſhall be no end. So as all things 
were gone out from the Spirit, and were gone altray 
and corrupted. The Spiric in this great myſtery of 
truth being manifeſted in fleſh , burns up char droile 
out of the Creation , and draws in all things back a- 
pain into himſelf, and declares himſelf ro be che 
alone wiſdom and power of Righreouſneſſe , rhar 
rules, dwels , that governs and preſerves both in and 
over the whole Creation. And vow the Son delt- 
vers up the Kingdom unto the Father 3 And he that 
15 the ſpreading power , not one lingle perſon , be- 
come all in all in every perſon ; that is ,. the one 


King of Righteouſnefle in every one. 
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Here we may fee what the dividing of time js, 
which is the laft period in which the Beaft is to reign 
for now every miniſtration pleads his priviledge; till 
the Law of Righteovſneſſe drown up all in himſelf, 
Moſes yet pleads a priviledge in the praRice of the 
Jews afcer the fleſh. The Son of man , or Chriſt in 
one ſingle perfon pleads a priviledpe , and nor onely 
the true miniſtration of the Son of man according ro 
the Apoſtles declaration 3 But likewiſe (many falk: 
forms, cuſtoms and obſervations of Divine worſhip 
are raiſed up » through a wrong underijanding 'ef 
thoſe Scripture?, all plead a priviledge . | 
- And laſtly, the miniſtration of the Spirir,forſaking 
all types and formes , worſhipping the Father inthe 
ſubſtance of truth. This now pleads his priviledge, 
as his de right by courſe. So that you ſee here is 
the dividing of time. But this laſt miniſtration is 
the ſufferer for the preſent, as being denied his right 

by the former, that ought to give way. 


And as the worſhippers in Moſes miniſtration, ,|, 


enviedand killed ſuch as worſhipped the' Son of man, 
the Lamb : So now, thoſe that worſhip Chriſt at a 
diſtance in their ſeverall Congregations and forms 
and are moſt zealous therein , are in theſe dayes the 
moſt bitrereſt enemies to the miniſtration of Chriſt 
in Spirit and in truth, | 
* But when this miniſtration of the Spirit ſpreads 
himſelf, he will make the greareſt ſeparation that e&- 
ver was. Fot though Iſraels ſeparation out of Egypt 
amazed the world ,: and the ſeparation of gathered 
Congregations our of Pariſh Churches (ſo called) did 
trouble the earth, thongh it is no more bur going out 
of one form into another , not into rhe unitie of the 
one Spirit. Yet this miniſtration of the Spirit now 


riſing up by right of inheritance , will rake peace 


from the wo:Id much more : for he hath begun » 
and he will and ſhail go on , to gather the I; 
5 Res TD - p : 0 . 
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of iſreal together, out of ajl Agytian bondages, and 
ſelf-ſecking oppreſſing government, and out of all 
forms and cuſtomes of ihe Beaſt, to worſhip the 
Father in ſpirit and truth, being made to be all of 
one heart and one minde : And this ſhall more and 
more appear, as the earth grows up to þe a com- 
mon treaſury for all. | 

Therefore ler me tell you, Thar all your enmity 
will not uphold your forms, your impriſoning, 
and reviving, and making law to ſuppreſle ſuch as 
$e Contrary to you, will never work your will, .but 
pull miſeries and ſhame upon your ſelves 3 as the 
zealous Scribes and Phariſees did in killing of Chrift 
the Sonne of man : Therefore be patient, look vp 
for reaching in this dividiag of tjme, when the Law 
of Righteovſneſle ariſes up 3 and makes himſelf more 
manifeſt, he will reconcile all, make every one to 
be cf one heart and one minde 3 and no other pow- 
er muſt be the reſtorer, but this Ring of Righte-

the declaration, becanſe you live by it; butif 
any receive the power irom on high, you cry ou 
upon it, It is felf-conceit, errour and blaſphemy : 
well, he is at worke that will diſcover your ſhame; 
Wickednes ſhall ſlay the wicked, though no mans han 
be upon him. 
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Here are three more diſcoveries of Clift, to 
make the myſtery of the Spirit ſhine in its 
excellency. As | 
Frſt, The great world , wherein are variety of 
Creatures, as Sunne, Moon, Stars, Earth, Grafle, 
Plants, Cattle, Fiſh, Fowl, and Man, the Lord 
over the lower Creatures, all ſweecly conjoyned to 
preſerve each orher, is no other bur Chriſt ſpread 
forth in the Creation ; and ſo upholding the Crea- 
tion by his own wiſdome and power 3 for he is the 
maker, the preſerver and reſtoring Spirit, 

Therefore his name is called, , and I am, The 
Lord, and beſides me there 1s no Saviour 3 Bur 
this is Chriſt very remote 3 for though he rule in the 
whole Creation, yer no fingle creature could dif- 
cern or ſpies -him out 3 he is in every one, and yet 
t hat lingle one knew him not- 

And therefore this one Almighty power began to 
make forch himſelf in vilible deſcriptions before the 
crearure*, cauſing every creature ro hold forth the 
l;ghrand power that is in them, that ſo the mighty 
Creatour may at length he known, in the clear {ight- 
ed experience of.one ſingle creature, man, by - 
ſeeing, hearing, taſting, ſmelling, feeling, This 
one power of Righreoutnefle, as he reſts in the 

Creations 
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Creation, that man -may be the month that ſhall 


- make a clear diſcovery of Chriſt to others from the 


teſtimony that is in himſelf; for hee is to fee 
Chriſt within himſelf, beſore hee can ſee himin 
vther creatures. And therefore, 

Secondly, The Sriprure in their ſeverall declara- 
tion, types, prophecies, viſions, voyces, revela- 
tians, actings of men, in patientdoing and ſuffter- 
ing in righteouſnefſe, is no other bur Chriſt in the 
letter, lying under the experimenra}{ words of thoſe 
Pen-men, ſetting forth the one Almighty, in his 
ſeverall actings, and his ſeveral} conditions, wherein C4, 2.9, 
he hach appeared to the view of the whole Creati- 
on 3 buc ſeen ahd known only, by the one creature, 
man, in whom hee is purpoſed to dwell bodily. 

Bur till here is a large diſtance between Chrift 
and the bulk of man kinde 3 for though ſome few 
particular ones have feen him, and could declare 
him, yer others are ignorant of him : So rhat the 
univerſalitie of man-kinde may ſee theſe two diſ- 
criptions of Chriſt, that is in the Creation; and in 
the Scriptures, both wirhour themſelves. | 

And when any attains ro ſee Chriſt in theſe gut- _ 

ward difcoveries, it is full of ſweet delight, bir 
this fertrles no true peace 3 for that deliphr thar is 
fetching in from things art a diſtance from us, may be 
loſt againe, and return into its proper ſear apaine : 
As the pleaſant beames is of the Sun, which refreſh- 
es the ourward man, may be loſt, for when the 
Clouds come between, the beames returne into rhe 
Sun again,which is their proper ſear,and. men loſeth, 
the refreſhing, wramth and heart. And iherefore,

Even as wee ſee any tree, corn or cattell, grows up 
in the eye of man by degrees 3 for as theſe creatures 
doe not attaine to perfe&ſon on a ſudden 3 neither 
doth the ſpirit of Righreouſneſſe riſe up on a ſud-

If you feel 
the power of love dwell within you, leading you 


to love enimies, and to do as you would be done

And in every condicion you are in, this law of 
the Spirit: meers with the powers of your own fleſh 
fietting and fighting againſt him : For envy, fro- 
wardneſſe, ſelf-love, coveroutneſſe are the powek 
of darknefſe in you, thar fights againſt the Spirit, 
thar ſweetly ſeeks the preſervation and peace of all.

him 3 therefore vou Prietts and zealous profeſſors, 
learne hereaſter ro know what power it is you call 
God: Efor che word God, figvifies a Governours 
and it may as well be attributed to the devil, as to 
the law of Righteoulneſſe ; for afjure your ſelves, it 
covetouſnelle, pride and bicter envy doe rule you, 
as it Is apparent this dark power rules moſt of you, 
then the devil is thar god you worſhip3 and you 
xe ſtrangers and enemies to thee Spirit of Truch that 
dwels every where, which you ſeem to call your 
God or Ruler.

Therefore thus ſaid the voyce of the ſpirit m me, 

guiding my ele to the powers of the earth three

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Ifrael gu free : Work all together , Eat bread alto- 
gether : Whoſoever labours che earth for any one,

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But indeed as yet, as the ſtare of the world is 
while the firſt Adam yer fits in the Chair, and cor- 
rupts the Creation by his unrighreous wiſdome and 
power 3 I fay art this rime, the feirce wrath of che 
King of Righreouſnefſe is threatned over this Land 
called England, and indeed over all the whole earth, 


where particular intereſt bears rule,and enflaves the 


Creation. 

And if covetous, proud fleſh ſtil uphold this 
ſelf-propriety, which is the curſe aud burden which 
the Creation pgroans under : Then O thou covetous 
earth, exped& the multyplying of plagues, and the 
fulfilling of all threatning propheſles and viſions for 
thy downfal in miſerie. 

Bur if thou wouldſt find mercie, then open thy 
barns and treaſuries of the earth, which thou haſt 
heaped rogerher, and derains from the poor,thy 
fellow creatures : This is the only remedy to eſcape 
wrath : and the door of acceptance to merci e is yer 
open, if thou do this : The Judge of Truth and 
Right waits yet upon thy comming into him. 

Therefore, O thou firſt Adarp, rake notice, that 
the Lord hath ſet before thee life and death, now 
chufe whether thou wilt, for the time is near at hand 
that buying and ſelling of land ſhall ceaſe, and every 
ſon of the Jand ſhal live of it. 

Divide England into three parts, ſcarce one part 
is manured : So that here is land enough to main» 
tain all her children, and many die for want, or 
live under a heavy burden of-povertie all their daies: 
And this miſerie the poor people have broughr up- 
on themſelves, by lifcing up particular intereſt, by 
their labours. 

There are yet three doors of hope for England to 
eſcape deſtioying plagues :

trne Teacher of every one in their own inward expe, 
rience 3 The myſtcrie of the ſpirit, and the myſtrie 
of Babylon. 

Secondly, Let every one open his bags and barns, 
that al may feed vpon the crops of the earth, that 
the burden of povertie may be removed : Leave of 
this buying and ſelling of Land, or of the fruits of 
the carth3 and as ir was in the light of Reaſon firſt 
made, fo let it be jn action, amongſt all a common 
Treaſuric 3 none incloſing or hedging in any part of 
earth, ſaying, this is mine 3 which is rebellion and 
high treaſon againſt the King of Righteouſneſle : 
And let this word of the Lord be ated amongſt all; 
work rogether, eat bread together. 

Thirdly. Leave off dominion and Lordſhip one 
over another, for the whole bulk of man-kinde are 
but one living earth Leave off impriſoning, whip- 
ing and killing ; which are bur the aRings of the 
curſe : And let thoſe that hicherto have had no Land 
and have been forced to rob and ſteal through po- 
vertiez kearafter ler them quietly enjoy Land to 
work upon, that every one may enjoy the benefit of 
his Creation, and eat his own bread with the ſweat 
of his own brows : For ſurely this particular propri- 
ety of mine and thine, hath brought in all miſe- 


rie upon people. For firſt, it hath occafioned people - 


to ſteal one from another. Secondly, it hath made 
Laws to hang thoſe that did ſteal : It rempts peo- 
ple to doe an evil ation, and then kils them for 
doing of it: Let all judge if this be nor a great _

Well : If every one would ſpeedily ſet about the 
doing of theſe three particulars I have mentioned, 
the Creation would thereby be lift up our of bon- 
dage, and our Maker would have the glory of tt e 
works of his own hands. 
They that offer themſelves, and whar treaſure 
they have, freely, ro further this work, ſhal find x. p. 5.2. 
mercy, and the blefling of all Nations ſhal be his rydge.s.2. 
Comforror : They that hinder this common intereſt 9. 
of earthly community, and wil keepup the ryran- 
nical government of old Adam ſtil,, the hand of rhe 
Lord ſhal be upon thar perſon, whoſoever he be. 
Thus faith the Lord to alf the great ones, that 
are cloathed with objects, and are lifred up fleſh 
with honours in the government of the world : Let 
Iſrael go quietly out of your bondage that they may 
ſerve me; If you wil not let him go, I wil not 
come with 10 plagues, as upon Egyptian Pharoah of 
old, but I wil multiply my plagues upon thee, thou 
ſtour-hearted Pharoah, that makes ſhew of love ro ; 
me, and yet all is but like Jehu, ro litr up thy ſelf \'-- 
over the remnant in the Land. as 
Adam is rhe commer in of bondage, and is the + 
curſe that hath taken hold of the Creation : . And he 
may wel -be called A-dam, for indeed he does dam 
and ſtop up the ſtreams of the waters of life and 
libercie. 
When flaverie began to creep in upon the Creati- 
on, the Spiric might wel cry out in Lamentation, 
Ah-dam, A-dam, which draws together 3 a head 
of corrupted waters, of covetous, proud and ima + 
ginary fleſh, to ſtop the Itreams of the warers of life 
and libertie. | 
Bur faith the Spirit our Maker, The ſeed from 
whence the Creation ſprang, ſhall bruiſe that Ser 
pents head, and open the dam againe, and cauſe. 
the waters of the Spirit which is Life and Liberrie 
to 
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to run free againe without any ſtoppage. 

This A-dam 1tops up the waters of Life and Liber 
tie it a two-fold way- 

Fir, he ties up the Creation, man, in chain; 
of dai imeſic wichin ic ſelf : For there is not a man 
and womon found, hace Adam's riſe (but the man 
Chritt Jeſus, in wiom the ſeed ruled in power)but 
they. were bound up in bondage to coveteouſneſk, 
pride, imagination, and to all the powers of the 
fleth : So thar the free running ſtreams of the Spirit 
of life were ſtopped, that they could nor run 3 which 
hath made every one cry, O wretched man that [ 
am, who fſhal deliver me from this body of ſin or 
death? Here you ſee thar knowledpe, libertie and 
comfort hath been ſtopped or dammed up within 
the C cation, ma: « 

Secondly, this A-dam, being the power ofco- 
verous, proud tleſh, he ſers up one part of the Crez- 
tion, man, to rvle over another, and makes Laws 
ro kil and hang thal part of the Creacjon, that wil 
not ſubmit to che ruling part And fo he is becomes 
God, ruling in the ſpirits own houſe, not preſerving 
the Creation, ur does ſet the Creation together 
by the ears, ro k | ir ſcif, to the mighty diſhonour 
of our Maker : Therefore when the people would 
have Savl to rule chem ; the Spirit declared, that 
that outward raling power was the curſe 5 and he 
ſer hint up in his wrath to be a ſcourge, not a bleſ- 
fing. 

Now whereas the Creation, man, ſhould live in 
equalitie one towards another z this A-dam hath 
litted up monnrtaines and hils of oppreffing powets, 
and there by that, dammed and ſtopped up rhat uni- 
verſal comminitie : Therefore at the firſt rifing up 
of this ſerpentine power to enfſlave the Creation, he 
might wel be declared by way of Lamenattion, As 
dam Adam.

Theſe two, Covetouſneſſe and Imagination, the 
man and the wo man of fin, or A-dam, and his Eve, 
or Ivie, does beget fruit or children, like both Fa- 
ther and Mother 3 as piide, and envy, hypocriſte, 
crueltie, and all unclean luſts pleaſing the fleſh. and 
now the dam: head is made up ſtrong, to ſtop the 
ſtreams of waters of life and univerſal libertie : But 
in the fulneſſe of time, the Spiric wil break down 
this dam: head againe, and cauſe the waters of the 
Spirit of life to flow again plentifully.

For he that hath a tronbled conſcience,turns every 
thing into gall and worm-wood to terrifie himſelf , 
thinking every buſh to be a devil co torment him,he 
faies, he ſees fearfull ſhapes without 3 bur they arile 
tom rhe anguiſh of his rormenting conſcience with- 
11, for they be the [hapes and apparitions of his own 
ciirfed fleſh that rs preſented to him , which comes 
vat from any other bur onr of the baccomleſſe pic , 
the Serpents power , but rules and dwels within him, 
aud the fight of this is like the miſery of render fleth 
barning in the fire. | 

Let a man lie upon his ſick bed, and to the view 
of others the chamber is quier, yer he faith, he feeth 
devils, and tlames, and miſery, and torments. Well, 
this is bur the riſings up of his own umighteous 
hearr, the flames of the botromleſfle pir that appear 
to himſeſl, | 

' For certainly nnriphteous fleſh is hell, the ap- 
pearance or riſings up of uniighteous flcfh to irs 
own view, is the torments of hell, Pride, lult, envy, 
covetouſiefſe , hypocrifie , ſeli-lave , and the'like, 
being croſſed by the ſpirit of Lighr, are the particu- 
lar devils that torment the ſoul in hell , or in thar 
dark.condicion- | 

Or if ſo be a man be tormented by viſible bodies 


of fury, and ugly ſhapes , as -he apprehends , they be. 
G « 
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all rhe creatures of his own making, and rods which 
the fleſh hath made to whip and puniſh himſelf with- 
all ; for a man ſuffers by no other bur by the work 
of his own hands. 

And as he hath ated envy, venome and poiſon in 
ſtrange wayes of oypreition , walking unrighteonſly 
in the Creation: Even fo, when his foul comes to be

Firſt, he ſufters man ro take his own courſe and to 
att his own will, and to follow his own Jults , letting 
him alone, and permitting him a time to do what he

{elf to be a god , or an Angel of light , and that his 
wiſdom and power is the onely power. And now if 


.the righreous King ſhould nor give him this liber-

This declares the Almighty power of patience, 
love and meekneſs in the King towards his creature, 
that he can ſutter himſelf to be a ſervant to that 
curſed power in the fleſh rothis end, that he may 
t:ke thar fleſhly wiſdom in his craft , deſtroy that 
curſe, and fave his creature,man, from that bondagez 
That afcer that man harh had trial of his own wiſdom 
and power of his fleſh and finds it a devil , and that 
there is no bleſling in it z he may then come to lie 
down in the wiſdom and power of the King 
Righceouſneſſe in reſt and peace.

that manner to burn waſte and conſume,were the ri- 
ſing up of the curſe that was in the water and fire , 
to deſtroy the unrighteous fleſh of man, char cauſed 
It, 

For when the Father made the Creation,he made 
all Elements to uphold one another in Righreouſ- 
neſſe, and one creature to preſerve another z there- 
fore it was all very good. But this rifing up of crea- 
tures to deſtroy one another , is the curſe, which un- 
righteous man, thar is,the Lord of the creatures hath 
broughr apon the Cteation. 

| but how comes the fire and water to break forth 
to deſtroy at ſome rimes more then another ?

ſhines , and the dunghill caſts up his itinking ſmell :

Burt he never looks within to check himſelf, he 
takes no remedy thete at all, and lets thoſe Devils lhe 
quiet within 3 and if any be ſent, I ſay, from the 
Lord, to diſturb thoſe his luſts, he will diſturb that 
meſſenger, if he can 3 bur he will cheriſh himſelf 
within : He thinks that whatſoever he doth is good, 
and that whatſoever croſſes that power that.is in his 
heart, doth c;offc the Loid. - 

Bur truly it is no other but the Serpents power, 
which muſt be deſtroyed; he fetches in content from 
the Creatures that are withour him ; and his envy 
and diſcontent runs after things and Creatures that 
are without, which croſſes his flefhly deſires.

The greateſt combare is within a man, when the 
King fits upon theThrone, judging unrighreous fleſh, 
and bruifing thar Serpents head. And though this 
be trouble and torment for a time to the Creature, 
yet Chriſt ac latt will ſic down in him, who is Prince 
of peace, and King of righteonſncſie. : 

The created fleſh of man is the Beaſt, the King of 
Beaſts 3 the ſame principles as are in other Creatures, 
are in humane fleſh : The difterence berween man 
and other beaſts, is this, The fleſh of man is made. 
an underſtanding Son), capable to know Reaſon, and 
towalk in his lighr : Other beaſts cannot, 

Now the wile fleſh 1s meerly ſelhſh, he ſeeks hime 
ſelf in every thing he doih, and would be a Lord and 
Ruler, not only over the Beaſts of the field, bur 
over creatures of his own kind, whom his Maker 
made <quall to hiniſelf 3 and fo ſtrives to fetch in all 
other Creatures, to advance-his content, thovgh ir 
be to the lofſe and miſery of arher men. 

This is the Beaſt, Lord Eſau, the wiſe and cove- 
tous , felf-ſceking tcfh, that hach fold his birth- 
ripht and bleffing to Facob, for the pleafizre of un- 
rghreouſneſe a (mall time : And now he nuft be 
ned cuts, and deliver all vp to Faced, and he is 
extreamly vext, and will nor yield quier poſſeſſion, 
but ſtand our ftifly, rill he be @aſt our, by the uni- 
*<1all power of Reaſons law.

its Maker : for though his Maker would have the 
whole Creation, and every creature to enjoy the be- 
nefit of their Creation, and to live free from ſtraits 
comfortably : Yer the wiſe and coverous fleſh ſecks 
to live free iy honour and quiet in himſelf, & makes 
laws to impriſon, kill and waſte every one, that will 
not conforme to his ſeliſh Government. 

Now the Father wil deſtroy the Beaſt in the open 
eld by fair play, and hath given him all advan- 
tages as may be; for he hath given che Beaft the- 
dominion, and himſelf i a Servant under his do- 
minion, and will undermine the wiſe and- cove- 
rous Beaſt, by righceons ſufterings, and aQting as a 
Servant : And the Father encounters with the Beaſt 
or Dragon, in a three-fold poſture of war. 

As Firft, by the Sacrifices under the Law, the Spi-

For the Antichriftian Caprivitie is expiring, ma- 
ny have atrained io inward freedom already, they 
wait upon the Lord for outward freedom, . that 
the yoke may be raken oft their backs: Iſarel's 
CajAivitic in the 70 years jn Baby lonzwas bur a type 
of this Antichi iftian favery under L. Eſau,the pow- 
ers of the ticth, that compaties mankind about with 
many ſtraits & dangers,tor acknowledging his Maker. 

But as every thing hath his growth, his raign and.

.* Or further, to ſee the Divine power in prayer, in 
Diſcourſe,. in Communion of Saints! in Reading, 
in every-{weet'z , and refreſhnigs rhat a man meets 
within all- 'theſe, is the , Almighty Comforter, :. 
But this is to behold rhat glory abroad, rofeeand 
meet him from home, to behold him in Creatures

This is the Kingdome of heaven wichin you; This 
15 the city of refuge that wil nor fail a man 3 This is 
the Rock of defence and offence 3 This the power 
that makes a man bold as a Lion; I a man be caſt 


iro any ftiaits, his heart dies not like yabals the 


may of the fleſh 3 bur he feels peace and conter:t 
within, and fo isat reſt. - 

Ler come what wil come, the man knows it is 
the wil of the Father it ſhal be ſo, -and he feels a 
quiet peace compaſſe his heart, ſo that he ſeeth 
and feeleth peace withinz and rejoyceth in the 
excellency of ir, he ſeeth and feeleth love and 
patience within, and rejoyceth in the glory of that 
ſweet ointment, that doth caſt a delightful ſavour 
all his ſoul over. 

Now though this man be in priſon, be in ſtraits, 
be forſaken of all his friends in the fleſh, none wil 
buy nor ſell with him, becauſe they count him a 
man of ſtrange opinions and blaſphemies,call him an 
Atheiſt, a ſor, a Papiſt, a blaſphemer that hath for- 
faken God and goodnefſe, becauſe he wil neither 
preach nor pray, nor ſay grace when he firteth 
down to meat, as the cuſtome of Profeſſours are-

him, The Father lives in him, and he lives in the 
Father. 

The Father wit have his people, whom he draws 
up to worſhip him in ſpirit aad truth, to be ſecrer 
and filent 3 ro be flow of ſpeech for a little ſeaſon, 
yer quick-l\ighted and Eagle-eyed, though they be 
lent, they are not ſocriſh drones, they ſhall 
diſcern and judge others righteouſly, though 0- 
thers ſhall not diſcern and judge them,. bur by raſh 
cenſure, whieh is not righteous. | 

The righteous ations and patient ſilence, of thoſe 
that are drawn up to wait upon the Lord; ſhall be 
the greateſt ſhame and condemnation to the igno- 
rant profeſſours, and talking people that ever broke 
out. The wile fleſh that would be an Angel of light, 
5 full of towords, but dead to the Law of Righteouſ- 
neſſle, The Saints muſt die to waſte words, buc be 
made alive to Righteouſneilſe, walking vprightly in 
the Creationzto the glory of the Maker of all things ; 
hereby Lord Eſau will be under-mined, and his 
houſe and Kingdon wil fall about his ears. 

For though che man of the fleſh be alrogether for 
outward preaching, praying, obſervation of forms 
and cuſtoms, and knows nor how to worſhip, if 
theſe be taken away : he hath no peace if theſe 
be gone. 

But now the man of Righteouſneſſe ſees death in 
all ourward forms, if the inward power be wanting 5 
therfore his eye is ſtil inwardto ſee the Law of Righ- 
teouſneſſe ruling there,and guiding the body ro be 
a profitable member in the Creation. And this 1s 
the moſt excellent fight, to ſee the divine power in 
ones ſelf,ruling, dwelling and living within 3 which 
if it doe, that body wherein ir dwels, ſhal be wholly 
ſubje& in al his to that Law of Righteneſſe. 

They that know what the power of love and the 
Law of Righteouſneſle is, they know what I ſay, and 
H 3 can 
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can underſtand me 3 bur: to others theſe reports 
ſound ſtrangely , and may draw words of reproach 
and ſlander. -jrom them z but it matters nor, they 
cannot hurt» 

They thar live in the light, they fee the Lord a- 
broad, and they ſce him at home, they ſee him mn 
other creatures, and they. ſee and feel him in their 
own heats, in patient and quier ſubmitting, ro-what 
is his will 3 ſo bat there 1s a ſweet agreement. be- 
rween the diſpoſing hand of God withour, and his 

wer within. - | 

He that ihns ſees the Lord, the antient of dates, 
the one Almighhry power, doth mightily honour 
him 3 when. nothing can be done abroad; either in 


adverſity or p:oſperity, but rhe divine power that 


roles in the heart, contents, rejoyces and grudges 
note And now the Lord is one, and his naine or 
Power one, eveiy where. | 

The ſight of the King of Glory within, les not in 
the firengch of memory, calling to mind what a man 
hath read and heard, being able by a humane capaci- 
ty to-jIyn things together inro a method; 8& through 
the power of free utterance, to hold. it forth before 
athers,as ihe faſhion of Students are in their Sermon 
work 3. which a plough man that was never bread in

Burt the fight of the King within, lies in the be- 
noiding of light ariſing up tr2m an inward power of

And truly ler me tell you, That as a man finds 
abundance of tweet peace in his hearc, when he is 


made ro live in the Kingdome of heaven : So the 


words hat this man ſpeaks from this power within, 
are very profitable to others, & are good ſeed, where- 
ſoever they are ſown, they will ſpring up and bring 
forch fruic, for words ſpoken from the light of e&x- 
perience, have a two-fold operation upon the heart 
of the hearers. 

For firſt, if T lhe under ſtraits and bondage in my 
ſpirit, by reaſon of ſome inward and outward rrou- 
bles, bur eſpecially by reaſon of the enthraldume ro 
my own luſts that over-powers me, ſo that I cannor 
do what I would: | 

Then the words of experience from the mouth of 
one that hath been in thac condition, and is paſſed 
thorow ir, ſounds libercy and life tro my weary ſoul 3 


"I ſpeak what I have felr in this parcicular. 


Secondly, If I delight in any way of the fleſh, as 
to ſeek peace in creatures abroad wirhout me, or to 
ſeek fati:faRion to my envy, ſelf-will and tuſt 3 and 
in the midſt of this my folly 1 do occaſionally hear 
the words of experience from ſome other, ceclarivg 
ſuch aQions and motions 'to be the powers of the 
fleſh and devil, and nor of the ſpirit of righteouſ- 
neſſe. 19> 

Preſently thoſe words take peace from the earth; 
that is, from proud fleihz and fill the whole font with 
anger, diſtemper, grudging; and rorment- And this is 
another operation thar pare Fangnage produces, 
which isa ltuncing of the dex'tieſh thar the diſeaſe 
may be cored: = ED 
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For this wounding is not to the rnine of the crea- 
ture, bur it is a medicine ſent from the Lord co heal 
him; to take away the evil peace from the fleſh, 
that ſo the created part may lie down in reſt, and be 
at peace in Chriſt, which cannot be moved. 

For every comfort that is of the fleſh ſhall be ſha- 
ken and removed, bur Chriſt the one power of 
Righteouſneſſe and peace, ſhall not be ſhaken nor 
moved, bur ſtand hrm for ever- And by this you 
may ſee the difference berween the kingdom of the 
Heſh and devil, which muſt be ſhaken to pieces and 
fall: And the kingdom of heaven or of God, thar 
endu: es for cver, and is that Rock thac cannot be 
moved- 
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CHAP. XV. 


WW Hat do you mean by the kingdont of devil 
or fieſh ? 


{ anſwer, Covetouſneſſe, the ſelfiſh power ruling 
in a man, is the kingdome of darkneſſe in that man : 
And as this power hath corrupred theCreation(man- 
kind) fo it rules, or hath ruled in every lingle one 
more or lefſe ; but is the curſe. And every one that 
hach Jain under the bondage of this ſelfiſh power, 
and is in any meaſure delivered,he can from that ex- 
perience declare, what the power of darkneſſe is in 
whole mankind, as I have ſhewed how ſecretly and 
cloſely. this ſelfiſh power branches himſe)f forth in 
every one, till by the right of Reaſons Law ſhining 
within, he is diſcovered and caſt ont- 

But whar is it for a man to live in the kingdom of 
hell, devil or darkneſſlc ? 

" Lanſwer, when a man takes delight in nothing, 
brt in ſatisfying of the luſts of his own heart 3 mm 
EL, the 


of rexpPievnſneſſe. 
the way of the fleſh is pleaſing, and che way of the 
ſpirit of Righreouſneſſe is a burden to him 3 when he 
glories in himſelf, -and feeds with delight upon his 
covetouſneſſe, pride, envy, luſt, ſelf-will, and in eve- 
ry ching char pleaſerh tleſh. 

And if he cau but overcome that power rhat 
checks or croſſes his will, O then this man js in his 
Ringdome;, he rejoyces and is very well pleaſed, hut 
it is the kingdome of the fleſh, char muſt be ſhaken 
and removed 3 This is no other bur the glorying in 
that which is a mans ſhame. 

What is the kingdom of Heaven, or of Chriſt ? 

Anſw. The Law of Righteouſneſſc and peace, ru- 
ling and dwelling in mankind, is che kingdom of 
heavey, this 1s the univerſall power bearing rule, 
treading the fleſh-power under his f-er. 

What is it for a man to live in the kingdom of hea- 
ven ? 

Anſ.When mankind or any ſingle perſon is ſo made 
ſubje& to the King of righ:eouineſfie, that all his de- 
lighc is ra walk according to that law towards every 
creature in the Creation, through love to the Fathers 
henour that, made al. He glories in that law of righte- 
ouſneſs, which he finds ſeated in his heart,$: fhnds con- 
rent no where elſe 3 and when the Spirit is honour- 
ed,:his man is in his kingdom,he hath what he would 
have. | | 
While the kingdom of darknefle rules in a man, if 
he knows it noty, his fin 1s the lefſe, but when he 
comes to know the lufts of his fleſh, and delighc 
thereinzin oppoſrion to rke righteons Law which he 
ſees ſome light in alſo 3 this makes the man exceed- 
ing finfull, for now he fins againſt the law of lighe 
ſhining in him, and cauſing him to ſee himſelf. 

Even ſo when the divine power rules in a many 
and he knows ir nor, as »t may be in ſome niea- 
ſure, this mans joy is bur ſmall 3 for a man may at 
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from the. power of love and righreouſneſſe, and yet 
not ſee ncr know the excellency of that power 
which gnidesthim. 

But whena man is made to ſee a1d know the lay 
of love and righteouſneNe within him, and delights 
to at from that power of life and liberty, which he 
ſceth and. feeleth ſeared in him. Now this manis 
carried on with much joy and ſweet calmneſs, meck- 
neſſe and moderation, and is full of glory. This is 
the excellency of the work of Chriſt, nor onely to 
make fleſh ſabje& to rigeteonſneſſe, but ro know 
himſeif made ſubje&, & to rejoyce in the ſweer en- 
joyment of that prince of peace, to make a man re- 
joyce,& to know the groun | of his joy is unmovebale. 

What do you mean by divine, and divine power ? 

1 anwer, The divine *js the ſpreading power of 
righreouſneſſe, which is Chriſt that Hlleth che whole 
Creation w:th himſelf.

and thoſe learned Univerfity- men rhat deſpiſe the 
onlearned, are pricks of the thorn-haſh, nor bran- 
ches of the yine z they be the curſe that is now near 
to burnimg. _ 

And every fingle one alone in whom Chriſt breaths, 
15s but a parcel of the vinezin whom the divine power 
dwels and reſts: Even as every branch of an Apple- 
rrec,..15 filled wich the ſap, which is the life of the 
whole tree. .

ind flouriſhes in the time of light 3 he is the Sonn®© 
himielf 3 he 15a vine or tree that grows by day in 
the heat of light, and ſo brings forth abundance of 
fruic to the glory of the Father 3 Trees that grow 
in the hear of the Sun bring forth pleaſant fruit. 

Sorhoſe thar are branches of this vine,that grows 
in the heat and life of one ſpirit the King of Righte- 
ouſneſſe, bring forth abundance of the fruit of Righ- 
teoulnefle,. according to the nature of the vine they 
grow from 

Therefore the Saints are called, Children of the 
dy, not of the night; for they ſpeak what they 
know in experience, and- what rhey have received 
feelingly from the Lord; and their ations and words 
are not at random, for they att Righteouſneſs within 
the Creation, from the law of Reaſon and Righteouſ> 
neſſeg which they feel ſeated within. 

Every one that doth ad or ſpeak from the light 
and ;ower of the dayevine withingaimſelf,can give an 
ccount-of his words and' actions : But this is the 
glory, that Adam , the man of the fleſh hides himſelf 
from ; This is the Law of Righreouſnefſe , which 
teſhly Ifrael could not behold ; This 1s the new 
Covenant which our Clergie is vnacquainted with. 

Now oppoſite to this Divine , which is Chriſt, 
there is a Night-vine , which is the power of ſelfiſh- 
neſſe, or the bottom'eſſe pit ſpread abroad in man» 
kind 3 And every man and woman that is gnided by 
this ſelfiſh power of darknefle , are but branches of 
the night-vine. | 

And this nigt-vine which I called Lord Eſau., or 
ficſhly man , hath filled the whole carch with daik- 
reſſe (under prerence of his learning and fleſhly Go- 
vernment) ſo that he is a ſpread tree. But he is cal- 
ld by rhe Spirit, the Thorn-buſh..

 Soenvious Scribes 8& Phariſees,are other branches 
from the ſame root,& theſe have riſen up into migh- 


ont knowledye , making a profeſſion of the ſpirit of 
righteouſnefſe,v& yet gradging and hating the way of 


the ſpirit;are but the buddings forth of the Scribes & | 


Phariſees,thar. killed Chriſt afcer the fleſh,and now is 
ſpread in every Land and Family, to hinder Chriſt 
from riſing, or elg to ſuppreſſe and kill him againe 
if rhey could afrer he is riſen up in ſons and dayph- 
[Ers- 

| So covetous Demas, proud Simon Magus, fro- 
ward Nabal, unrighteous Elmmas, and ſuch like, are 


all che buddings forih of the thorn-buſh, and have | 


covered the earth with their branches, to keep itin 
darkneſſe, and to hide che Sun of Righreouſneſk 
from it: 

Andall theſe are centred in the Clergy, the Uni- 


verſities are the ſtanding ponds of ſtinking waters, 
that make thoſe trees grpw, the curſe of ignorance, | 
confuſion and bondage ſpreads from hence all the 
Nations over. ' ke 

The paying of tythes, the greateſt ſin of opprel 
ſion, is upheld by them 3 pride, coverouſneſſe, idle- 
neſſe, bitrerneſſe of ſpirir, deſpiſing and treadingal 
under-foot;z in whom the ſpirit of the Lamb appeay 
is upheld by them 3 theſe are rhe ſtanding enemies 
againſt Chriſt. : Their 
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of Rrphteouſneſſe. 

Their Churches are the ſucceffours of the Jews 
Synagogues, and are houſes of bondage, their Uni- 
verſi-ies are ſucceſſours ofthe Scribes and Phariſees 
houſes of learning. And thovgh they perſecutedChrilt 
and the Apoſtles, and would own none of their Do- 
Arines 3 yet when they found that Chriſts Dofrines 
began to fill rhe earth, and ro make the way of the 
Law odious, and their trade began to fail. 

Then did thoſe houſes of learning begin to take

While I was ſuch a one, I ſay, I was counted by 
ſome of the Prieſts,a good Chriſtian,anda godly man, 
though all chat-was in me,was bur zealous ignurance: 
But lince it pleaſed the Father co reveal his Son in 
me, and cauſe me ro ſpeak what I know from an in- 
ward lighr and power of life within. 

Now both the ſame Prieſts, and the Profcilours, 
whom they hare deceived 3 my former acquaintance 
now begin to be afraid of me, and call me a blaſphe- 
mer, and a man of errors, and look upon me as a 
man of a nother world 3 for my own particular, my
